Tule Lake, Lower Klamath 
and Modoc national wildlife 
refuges are required for 
opening weekend only this 
season, according to the 
US. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice. These have already 
been issued. 

Hunting on the state’s 
Honey Lake Wildlife Area in 
Lassen County will be on a 
first-come, first-served 
basis. 

Locations and other in- 
formation on hunting areas 
are shown in another DFG 
booklet, Regulations for 
Hunting on State and Fed- 
eral Areas, also available 
wherever licenses are sold. 

Waterfowl hunters are 
reminded that, in addition to 
the basic hunting license, 
they must have the $5 fed- 
eral duck stamp and the $5 
state duck stamp.
